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LUFA STRIKES, STUDENTS ANGRY

"Bargaining will resume 
when the University's Ad- 
ministration are ready to 
negotiate with the inten- 
tions of reaching an agree- 
ment..." is what a LUFA 
spokesman said concern- 
ing the teachers strike. 

The final offer put for- 
ward by the University was 
presented to the professors 
at a meeting Sunday night. 
It contains a salary compo- 
nent which falls short of 
meeting union demands of 
parity with Lakehead Uni- 
versity. Lakehead is con- 
sidered to be almost equal 
with Laurentian 's staff. The 
University still refuses to 
consider individual griev- 
ance rights such as promo- 
tion, contract renewal, and 
tenure decisions. This situ- 



ation, according to the 
LUFA, threatens the free- 
dom of expression of the 
professors. 

While the average 
professor's salary equals 
about $54,426, many pro- 
fessors are working with 
regressive salary levels. 
There are five salary levels 
for professors, each of them 
representing a 'rank'. For 
example, instructors can 
earn between between 
$22,084 and $32,546. At 
the middle level of assis- 
tant professor, salaries can 
fall between $34,557 and 
$52,224. The highest rank 
of full professor calls for 
salaries between $54,535 
and $86,966. In fact, Lau- 
rentian has, in proportion, 
50% more professors in the 
three lower ranks than any 
other University in Ontario. 




Many of these people are 
paid at the ceiling salary of 
their rank, which means 
that they have received 
below inflation salary in- 
creases for several years. 

Student support is ex- 
pected by the professors 
who wish to return quickly 
to the bargaining table to 



settle the dispute in a rea- 
sonable fashion. At this 
time, the AEF, represent- 
ing 1 ,000 francophone stu- 
dents, has expressed its full 
support towards the pro- 
fessors. Other student 
bodies, SGA and ALPS, are 
expected to express their 
supporting opinions. 



Administration and fac- 
ulty have no talks sched- 
uled as of Monday after- 
noon. According to spokes- 
persons from both sides a 
few classes are still being 
taught but many professors 
are still not talking. 



Student Centre Not So Large 



The Laurentian Univer- 
sity students' centre is not 
as large as originally 
planned, but it is far better 
than current student space 
available, an administrator 
says. 

Paddy Blenkinsop, co- 
•^ ordinator of student serv- 
ices and chairman of the 
Students' User Committee, 
said, "It depends on how 
you come at the thing" as to 
whether the students are 
losing space. 

The revised Parker 
Building renovation plans, 
without an originally- 
planned third floor, is still a 
lot more than what students 
have now, he explained. 



"We just don't have the 
things now, or they're 
spread out all over cam- 
pus." 

"If you go back to the 
original design... yes in- 
deed (the students have lost 
space) because on the origi- 
nal design there was a third 
floor." 

"There simply wasn't 
enough money available to 
add a third floor" 

Blenkinsop said he 
would prefer to have more 
space for students, but that 
it's not a realistic objective 
for the near future. 

He confirmed the stu- 
dent radio station and the 
student newspaper Lambda 
would not have any office 



space m the current plans, 
butthe students' centre will 
be "infinitely better than 
what we have now." He 
said there will still be 6,000- 
square-feet devoted to stu- 
dent lounge areas with 
meeting rooms and copy 
office rooms. 

In all, there will be 
25,000-square-feet for the 
students' centre, on the 
second floor of the Parker 
Building, including a cov- 
ered walk ramp to the Great 
Hall. 

Laurentian University's 
Students' General Associa- 
tion has been concerned 
about the space decrease. 

The centre will be com- 
plete by September, 1991, 



in the current location of 
the university library, at the 
Parker Tower. 

The new campus library 
building, currently under 
construction, is to be open 
February, 1990. 

Construction plans for 
the students' centre fall 
short of what students 
expected, said Brent Bos- 
trom, Laurentian president 
ofSGA. 

The current plans in- 
clude 6,000-square-feetfor 
the university bookstore - 
space which was supposed 
to be made available for 
student lounge areas, the 
student newspaper and 
campus radio CFLR Cable 
FM offices, he said. 



Bostrom said he wants 
to protect the $364,000 
investment made by stu- 
dents over several years. 

The students paid $20 
annual premiums paid to 
the university. 

Bostrom estimated the 
cost of the addition to the 
third floor would be 
$250,000.

SGA Speaks Out 

Recently in an 
interview with Lambda 
Editors, SGA President, 
Brent Bostrom expressed 
his concerns about the pres- 
ent labour dispute. 

The SGA must 
remain neutral because if 
the SGA picks a side it will 
not be able assist the differ- 
ent factions in getting to- 
gether. In order for any 
negotiations to be success- 
ful "Everyone has to be 
flexible!" says Bostrom. 
Mr. Bostrom has also ex- 
pressed his concern about 
his difficulty obtaining the 
facts pertaining to the is- 
sues which have halted the 
talks. To emphasize this 
point Bostrom explained 
how he was invited to the 
LUFA strike vote meeting 
only to be told upon his 
arrival to leave. 



If the mediation 
attempt fails, both parties 
in good conscience should 
submit this dispute to bind- 
ing arbitration. Bostrom 
explains that the Ontario 
Labour Relations Act pro- 
vides arbitration as a means 
to setde disputes in which 
the parties fail to reach an 
agreement. 



In order to provide 
information to the students, 
Mr. Bostrom has called for 
an open Forum Thursday 
September, 14 at 1:00 pm; 
this Forum will allow both 
sides of this dispute to in- 
form the student body as to 
their positions. In addition, 
the students will be able to 
impress upon the Admini- 
stration and LUFA their dis- 
satisfaction with the pres- 
ent situation.

have been associated with 
Johnson if he was not ac- 
cepted in a positive way. 

Although the issue of 
Ben Johnson not being 
approved to speak is no 
longer news, I felt that it 
was important to bring to 
people's attention, to dem- 
onstrate the lack of organi- 
zation and poor manage- 
ment displayed by Univer- 
sity organizers 

According to Marion 
Croft, Director of Continu- 
ing Education, the depart- 
ment which oversees the 
Mini-University, approval 
was apparently not given 
to Ben Johnson to come 
and speak because four 
weeks was not enough time 
to plan and organize the 
event.
